Judge Haggerty said in a 
public statement the day after 
his arrest that he had gone to 
the motel to attend a “bache- 
lor party” for a friend. 

KENNETH A. Reeves, 
3009 20th St. Apt. B., the man 
for whom the bachelor party 
reportedly was given, testified 
the party was indeed a bache- 
lor party to celebrate his 
marriage which was conduct- 
ed Dec. 27. 

Reeves said he could not 
recall if the three women in 
attendance at the party (ear- 
lier identified in testimony as 
Janelle Vincent, 21; Jean Cle- 
mens Shipp, 32, and Wanda 
Norman, 39) had come to the 
party with Judge Haggerty as 
Pence had testified. 

Reeves said he knew every- 
one in the motel room the 
night of the stag party except 
the three women and Pence. 

ABOUT THE movies, 
Reeves said: “They were 

rather boring and I wasn’t too 
interested.” He said they 
were sex movies. 

Samuel L. Blanchard, 
Waveland, Miss., testified that 
the bachelor party for Reeves 
had been his idea and that he 
and friends had decided to 
charge $5 to defray food and 
liquor expenses. 

He said he never heard an 
offer of prostitution at the 
party and that he did not 
know with whom the women 
j came to the party. 

Attorney Malcolm G. 
Mundy Jr., another guest at 
the party, testified that he 
could not recall with whom 
the women came. 

HE SAID THE women 
were “totally clothed continu- 
ously,” and he never heard an 
offer of prostitution nor a re- 
quest for an additional $10 
“for live entertainment.” 

Mundy said Pence got in 
on the party as a " Judas” 

He said he was a lonely 
old man from Seattle, Mundy 
testified. “I wanted him out 
but I was overruled,” Mundy 
testified. 

Early yesterday during 
the trial, Judge Braniff ruled 
out the introduction of any 
taped evidence which may 
have been gotten by police 
from a bugging device that 
i had been worn by informer 
j Pence under the collar of his 
’ coat. 

i JUDGE BRANIFF said

Arrested with Haggerty 
and identified by Pence in 
testimony were Soto, who, ac- 
cording to Pence was referred 
to by Judge Haggerty the 
night of the party as “our 
bookie”— and the projectionist 
of the films, Williams, the 
three women and eight others. 

THE OTHERS included 
Attorney Mundy; Blanchard, 
Reeves; Albert Miller, 27, 7915 
Cohn; Alceste Ory, 30, 1125 
Phosphor, Metairie; Michael 
Carso, 50, 4422 Senator Toby, 
Jefferson Parish; Michael 
Stuebben, 27, 202 S. Hennes- 
sey, Haggerty’s minute clerk; 
and George Costello, 39, 2916 
Haring Road. 

Although Judge Haggefty 
was found not guilty by Judge 
Braniff following yesterday’s 
one-day trial. Judge Hagger- 
ty, 56, still faces the possibili- 
ty of the stag party matter 
and his arrest being brought 
before the ethics committee 
and the state Supreme Court 
which bas the power to oust 
him. 

Many spectators in Judge 
Braniff’s courtroom cheered 
when the judge’s not guilty 
verdict was read. 

JUDGE BERNARDS, 
Bagert, senior judge of the 
court here, said the Louisiana 
Supreme Court would be the 
final authority on any discipli- 
nary action against Judge 
Haggerty. Aaron N. Kohn, 
managing director of the Met- 
ropolitan Crime Commission, 
has called on Haggerty to re- 
sign. 

“I would hope that if he 
did not resign, our state attor- 
ney general, state Supreme 
Court and organized bar 
would put into effect toe 
machinery which would rid 
ourselves of those who are de- 
stroying our faith in toe judi- 
ciary,” Kohn said.
